DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1-4, 7-10, 19-22, 24-27. 35-38, 41-50 and 52-54 rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yokota et al (US 5,848,032). 

Yokota et al; disclose a recording/reproducing apparatus and method which 
comprises designating a specific portion on a track as a representative portion of the 
track when recording /reproducing data. The system includes recording reproduction 
information, on a specific area of the disk (Fig 1 ) . 

With respect to reproduction information such as "start time" recited in claims 2-4, 
10, 20, 21, 26, 27, 36, 37, 43, 44, 48 and 49, see col. 6, lines 38-46. 

With respect to claim 19, "an encoder to encode input data and record encoded 
data", see col. 3, lines 18-25. 



Claim 54 is dependent from claim 54. Correction is required. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16-18, and 51 are allowed. 

Claims 5, 6, 11-15, 23, 28-34, 39 and 40 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable If rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
